French Antarctic Expedition. 

The Antarctic expedition which will set-out shortly 
under the guidance of Dr. Jean Charcot has been grant- 
ed a subsidy of £24,000 by the French government. — 

The vesse] in which the search for the South Pole 
will be undertaken is the Pourquoi Pas, recently 
launched at St. Malo. It has been especially construct- 
ed for this purpose and is expected to withstand the 
pressure of ice floes, no matter how weighty. Under 
the patronage of the Académie des Sciences, Dr. Char- 
cot has secured the services of several scientists, a 
biologist, a meteorologist and two astronomers; he will 
also be-accompanied by a number of naval officers who 
have received ‘special authorization from the Navy 
Office. | 

The trip is to cover a period of two years. The men 
number thirty and are all picked sailors, mostly from 
Brittany. Coal will be taken in at Punta Arenas, and 
from there the expedition will sai] to Port Charcot. 
The latter is an island named after the doctor, and on 
which he spent a whole year in 1903. Unloading there 
—it will be used as a basis in case of need—the explor- 
ers will return to Punta Arenas, and from there they 
will set out two weeks later to penetrate the furthest 
point they can reach. . 

The Pourquoi Pas will carry two motor sledges. Dr. 
Charcot claims to have found these vehicles extremely 
useful when experimenting in the Alps, and he antici- 
pates being able to cover hundreds of miles with them. 
In the victualing for the voyage a noted Burton brew 
is included, Messrs. Worthington & Co. having been 
commissioned to furnish a supply of their famous ales. 
—[Pall Mall Gazette. 


Warm Air Above the Cold. 
Students of the upper air were astonished when the 
little balloons they sent up with self-recording ther- 
mometers, told them one day that in the high atmos- 
phere there is a stratum which is warmer than the air 
immediately below it. No one has yet explained this 
strange inversion of temperature, but it has now been 
observed many times in different parts of the world 


‘that there can be no doubt about it. 


It was discovered in 1991, almost simultaneously, by 
Mr. Teisserenc de Bort near Paris and by Prof. Ass- 
mann in Germany. Since then nearly all the balloons 
that have risen above 40,000 feet in Central Europe have 
penetrated this stratum of warmer air. No one knows 


‘yet its upper limits. — 


In England it has been found that the average height 
of this layer of warmer air is about 35,000 feet. 
In the last three years Dr. A. Lawrence Rotch has set 


of those which rose higher than 43,000 feet entered the 
stratum of warmer temperature. 

Meteorologists now think they have reason to believe 
that this warmer air exists throughout the tropical re- 
gions at heights exceeding 50,000 feet and that it is 
probably a universal phenomenon existing at some

It:compares with the Dutch Company, which 
owned Java, and with the East India Company, which 
had so much to do with making Hindustan a British 
possession. It is far greater than the Hudson Bay Com- 
' pany was at the height of its power, and prospectively 
its riches are beyond the dreams of avarice. The com- 
pany owns and controls the vast territories in this part 
of Africa which were acquired by Cecil Rhodes when he 
made his great expedition from Kimberley northward. 
He conquered some of the tribes and made treaties with 
others, and at the end had added to the British empire 
a principality greater than France and Germany com- 
bined. It comprised altogether almost one-half million 
square miles, going northward to the Congo Free State 
and Lake Tanganyika.

chief officials of the syndicate and has been connected 
with the company from its beginning. He was the pri- 
vate secretary of Cecil Rhodes at the time the company 
was formed. and it is now eight years since he was sent 
here as the chief secretary and secretary for native af- 
fairs. He has been connected with the administration 
of Rhodesia since 1897, and he knows, like a book, the 
country and everything connected with it. 

I met Sir William Milton at the government house, ia 
beautiful one-story bungalow, which lies about two miles 
from the business part of Salisbury. The house is sur- 
rounded by well-kept grounds filled with flowers and 
tropical plants. It is beautifully furnished, and the ad- 
ministrator lives quite as comfortably here as he could 
in England. Said Sir William H. Milten: 

“You ask me to give you a birdseye view of Rho- 
desia. It woukd take a strong bird to fly over it in a

The counting is 
done so frequently that a loss is always known within 
about twenty minutes, at most, after its occurrence. 
The particular note which went astray the other day 
was of the $10,000 denomination, and although it did 
not bear the signatures which would make it legal 
money, these might have been forged by the thief, who 
might then have passed the note. 


As soon as the loss was discovered, up went word to 
Mr. Ralph, the new director, and down came his com- 
mand that all employés of that division be kept in un- 
til the missing note should be found. Every one 
searched high and low for over an hour, and finally it 
was discovered in the vault where the package had re- 
posed between counts, and where it had apparently 
slipped out of this bundle when the latter was picked up 
for the next inspection.

Money-makers Kept in Till Supper Time. 


The other test of recent weeks resulted in a “keeping- 
in” that lasted until supper time.

ping-room. With all of these safeguards the chief of

Carr. MIKKELSEN TELLS OF His 
DISCOVERIES AND His PERILS. 


| From London Chronicle. 
¢€ W HAT I want is to get back as quickly as pos- 


sible to go on with my work,” said Capt. Eg- 


nar Mikkelsen. as 
To “hear the East a calling” is a not uncommon expe- 
nce with those who have lived east of Suez, but in 
pt. Mikkelsen’s case it is the siren voice of the North 
that is insistent. Before he was out of his teens he had 
made acquaintance with the polar regions. He is only 
28 now, and seven of those years have been spent in the 
Afctic, for he has taken part in four important expedi- 
tions. In the last—the Anglo-American, which was 
jointly financed by the Royal Geographical Society and 
the kindred organization in America—he has suffered in- 
numerable hardships, and at one time was supposed to 
have perished with his companions in a hazardous sledge 
journey. | 
Not content with escaping the perils of the Arctic, he 
came home by the original method of tramping alone 
frém Flaxman Island round the coast of Alaska to the 
Yukon, a journey which occupied nearly six months. 
That, as Capt. Mikkelsen, a Dane who speaks the Ameri- 
caf language fluently, says, was merely a “side show” 
and scarcely worth mentioning. He regards it much in 
thé same way as a-street-bred man might look upon a 
waik from London to Brighton. | 
And now he wants to get back to the floe ice and the 
eternal snow, and the traveling at three miles in ten 
hors (which is often the speed limit in the Arctic,) and 
the short rations, or no rations at all. Of such stuff are 
exjHorers made—or born.

“Ig the sledge journey of 533 nautical miles in sixty 
days; of which 361 miles were over pack ice, Mr. Liffing- 
well and myself discovered deep soundings of 400 fath- 
/oms-+and no bottom—which indicated that we were be- 
| yondthe edge of the continental shelf. This deep water 
was very much closer in than we expected. It was a 
_ pretty nasty trip, and we had to kill most of our dogs to 
feed the others. We experimented wiih different foods 
to what were the best concentrated rations, and we 
got dbwn to thirty ounces per man per day. _ 

“The traveling was very bad. either deep soft snow, 
or heavy pressure ridges over which we had to hew a 
road.; From the first day out the pickaxes were in con- 
stant /use, and we could not have advanced without 
them.: In places the ice was very much broken, and we 
had often to use an extemporized raft to get across the 
open Water The raft was made of two nine-foot 
sledges lashed together with two heavy poles, the frame 
thus thade being covered with a piece of canvas. The 
raft cbuld carry an eleven-foot sledge with a load, a 
total éf 320 pounds, with a man sitting astride in order 
to pulf it across. 

“Onithe return journey, just a week before we got 
back to our camp at Flaxman Island, we came to the 
largest, body of water we had seen, and as we could not 
get aréund it, we had to camp and await the arrival of 
a big foe on which we might cross, or for the crack to

“We had three whaling boats as well, so we were not 
so| badly off. We continued our observations and explo- 
rations in the neighborhood. We discovered some large 
rivers which were hitherto unknown, and a mountain 
which is not marked on the map. We gained some val- 
uable information also concerning the life and habits of 
the tribes in the vicinity of our camp who must be 
amon’ the most primitive peoples in the world. 


The Journey Home. . | | 


“When a whaler arrived at the island last August, I 


determined to send the crew home in her, intending my- 
self. with Mr. Liffingwell and one man who was to re- 
main behind, to make another more extended sledge 
journey north in the spring. However, he got home- 
sick. so Mr. Liffingwell and I were left alone. He, the 
surveyor and geologist to the expedition. was able to 
continue his work, but there was nothing that I could 
usefully do, so [ determined that as soon as the ice bore 
I would set off overland and get back to civilization. 
“I started from the camp on October 16 with a sledge 
and ten dogs, and 680 pounds of provisions. The dogs 
eat a lot, so that I hadn't rations for more than a week 
or two. I soon got into trouble with the dogs. The 
sharp ice cut their feet to pieces, and I had to shoot 
most of them on that account. Later on, I had to kill 


most of them for food, because my provisions ran short. | 


Dog, especially this kind of dog, is not particularly ap- 
petizing, but it is better than nothing at all. However, 
when I was just about at the end of my tether [ came 
across an Eskimo encampment, and was able to buy 
some more dogs, and get food of all sorts—blubber, seal 
meat and rotten fish, which is what they chiefly live on. 


“Of course I counted on coming across the Eskimos. I — 


could not have done the trip without. [ met five camps 
of them on my long journey round the coast to home, 


the camp in North Alaska. It was ice all the way, but — 


from home the traveling was easier. [ came down 
through the Yukon district—the gold country—and 
reached Valdez, on Prince William Sound, and open 
water on March 23, rather more than five months after 
I started. : 

“Il wasn’t quite out of the wood, however, for the boat 
in which I sailed for Seattle went on the rocks just out- 
side the harbor, and was wrecked, and | had to wait an- 
other ten days for the next.” — 

“I hope to get back shortly,” said’ Capt. Mikkelsen, 
“but I shan’t go overland. It takes too long.” 


Men the Law Cannot Touch. 

Tlie fact that during the past few months a greater 
number of ambassadors in London have been kept busy 
with the members of the royal houses they represent 
than bas been the case for years, has aroused keen in- 
terest in the diplomatic corps. — ; 

The chief of an embassy is an august being and one 
who boasts some remarkable privileges. It may be 
mentioned, to begin with, that in the land in which he 
is officiating an ambassador ranks immediately; after 
the princes of the blood royal. _. . 

The ground on which an embassy stands is in theory, 
as well as in practice, the territory of the nation to 
which its principal occupant belongs. Even if a crim- 
inal were harbored in an embassy, the police could not 
enter the premises without permission. 

An ambassador is above the ‘law of the country to 
which he is accredited. The courts have no jurisdiction 
over him, and strangely enough his subordinates, and 
even his domestic servants, are also inviolate. The 
humblest employé in the embassy, if he committed a 
punishable offense, could not be arrested without the 
consent of his master. Nor can an embassy official be 
imprisoned for debt. 

As showing the liberty enjoyed by these agents of 
State, it may be recalled that some years ago two gen- 
tlemen connected with the American embassy were 
summoned for riding their bicycles on the footpath in 
one of the home counties. They refused to appear in 
court, and on the recommendation of the Home Sec- 
retary the summons was withdrawn. 

Ambassadors are to be envied most of ali, perhaps. 
for their freedom from the burden of taxation. They 
disburse not one penny in taxes, either directly or in- 
directly; and as for the custom house, it is non-exist- 
ent so far as they are concerned. No duty whatever 
is charged in respect of wines, cigars. cigarettes, etc.. 
that are consigned to them.—[Cassell’s Saturday Jour- 
nal.

Imagine such a statement about the New York Stock 
Exchange! It would be a bombshell. Wall street would 
he heaving red, white and blue fits. But here, in sedate 
old London, the news has attracted little attention. The 
newspapers have devoted merely a paragraph or two to 
it. But then in Wall street a seat on ‘change is worth 
anything from $50,000 to $100,000, and there are but 1200 
members. In London there are today 5078 members 
and up to 1904 the membership was unlimited. Seats 
which nominally are worth $3500 are, at the moment, 
scarcely fetching a twenty-dollar note. | 3 
Frenzied finance in London, in its time, has out- 
frenzied anything Wall street ever attempted. Yet to- 
day the bottom has dropped out of London stockbrok- 
ing and .Wall street, as the biggest and quickest money 
maker, reigns supreme. Still the London Stock Ex- 
change is the greatest in size and variety of dealings 
in the world, and, it must not be forgotten, is the mother 
of all stock exchanges. In Wall street American securi- 
ties are dealt in almost exclusively, with a fair sprinkl- 
ing of foreign bonds. But in London stocks and bonds 
and shares in every imaginable enterprise, in every 


trict is, of course, that immediately surrounding the 
Stock Exchange. There is Lombard street, Throgmor- 
ton street, Threadneedle street, Cornhill, Capel Court 
and Shorter’s Court. 
Each of these streets has its individuality in the Lon- 
don world of finance. In Threadneedle street is the 
Bank of England, nicknamed the “Old Lady of Thread- 
needle Street,” the center of the financial universe. In 
Lombard street and Cornhill are the big banks, the big 
financial agents, the offices of the giants of gold. Throg- 
morton street is the home of the jobbers, and the curb 
market, Capel Court of the broker, and Shorter’s Court 
of the American market. Al! around these streets from 
Bishopsgate to the Monument, from London Wall to the 
Mansion House, are scores of ancient little courts and 
crooked little alleys, leading in and out of main thor- 
oughfares. The buildings are honeycombed with offices 
of financiers of all degrees—the two-by-four den of the 
petty crook to the palatial whole-floor suite of the in- 
vestment company or syndicate. | 


Blame for the Stringency. 
I asked a Capel Court potentate the other day if he 


| blamed the recent American financial stringency for the 


English slump. | 

“Yes and no,” he answered. “England was somewhat 
to blame for bringing on the American slump. There 
are millions of English gold invested in American stocks 
and bonds. Just before the so-called panic English in- 
vestors became frightened. They stopped dead on in- 
vestments and the more timid withdrew their money, 
selling their American shares with a rush. That did not 
do the financial situation any good. It will take the 
American market a long time to regain the confidence 
of the English investor. Business in America is creep- 
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d 


‘yountry or hole and corner of the earth, are bought and 
sold. 

There is hardly a capitalized company in any part of 
the wide, wonderful far-flung empire of Britain, be it 
railroad, mine or industrial enterprise, which does not 
attempt to list on the London Stock Exchange and which 
does not market its shares in.London. Add to these 
the thousands of foreign companies in which British 
money is invested and the total is colossal. Yet for over 
two years business has so slumped on London's “Wall 
Street” that there is not enough to go round, even after 
these recent wholesale resignations. It is passing 
strange that this should be in a country possessing an 
annual income of near ten billions of dollars and a 
visible over-sea trade of over five billions of dollars. 


Its Strange Methods. | 


But there are many strange things, particularly to an 
American, in England. And one of the strangest is cer- 
tainly: the London Stock Exchange and its methods. 

. Im the United States if a man wanted to dea] on 
"change he would give his order to his broker, who 
would probably execute it himself. If you want to deal 
in England you go toa broker. But he in turn has to go 
to a jobber, and it is the jobber who does the actual 
dealing. A client cannot approach a jobber direct, but 
only through a -broker. 

The membership of the exchange is divided into job- 
bers and brokers, and each member is allowed three 
clerks on the floor, so that there are really some 20,000 
men who are directly entitled to the privileges of the 
“House” and the floor. 

The “Wall Street” section of London, as is the case in 
New York, is not confined to a single street. The finan- 
cial district is known as the “City,” and hence the finan- 
cial editor of a paper is called the “city editor.” The 
“City” covers practically a square mile of old London, 


ing up a bit, but it’s still in a shocking bad state, the 
worst of the whole market, excepting perhaps the 
Kaffir circus.” 

Bad times on the Stock Exchange are felt elsewhere, 
particularly in the West End, where the gay and festive 
broker and his prosperous clients were wont to spend 
the evenings and much money. The restaurants, the 
theaters, the florists, the jewelers; and the automobile 
trade feel the slump. Here are some instances worth 
quoting. A smart West End jeweler, whose annua! rent 
is $3000 and whose weekly expenses are $150, had tak- 
ings, only a few days ago, which barely averaged $5 a 
day. A popular restaurant has just as big: and fashion- 
able a crowd every night, yet the manager declares he 
is barely paying expenses. “People are not drinking 
wines, but mineral] waters,” he told me. “They order 
the same style of meals, but cut out the accessories—the 
coffee, liqueurs, cigars and so on, from which we, with 
the wines, make our best profit.” 

Similar complaints are heard from the automobile 
people. They say that few cars are being sold, that 
owners who usually at this season buy the latest models, 
are hanging on to their last year’s cars. For the bad 
times half the Stock Exchange blames the radical gov- 
ernment, with its alleged socialistic tendencies; the other 
half blames the United States. © ae 

The records of the Stock Exchange are not good read- 
ing this year. The market price of a share in the ex- 
change is only $190, yet its par value is $60, and the 
last dividend was nearly $55. In the period of acute de- 
pression, the last two and a half years, there have been 
thirty-four “hammerings,” those tragic occasions when 
a waiter of the exchange has mounted the rostrum aad 
hammered three times on the desk announcing the fail- 
ure of a member.

. . « It is impossible to represent Spanish 
sounds exactly with letters pronounced in English. 
The nearest way of representing the pronunciation of 
Los Angeles in English letters would be Loss An’- 
hell-ess. However, the “Loss” has to be pronounced 
with less duration than in English. The “An” has a 
strong accent, and the a has the Scotch pronuncia- 
tion, something similar te the English ah in “father,” 
but of much less duration; the hz has a strong gut- 
tural sound, as it would have in Scotch. The correct 
division of the syllables is he-lcss, but the e must have 
its short sound. The article “Los” must not be run 
together with the noun Angeles, as it would be if it 
were French.

[Editor_Times:] Relative to the pronunciation of the 
word Los Angeles, we must take into consideration 
how the word is pane by the educated class in 
Mexico and South America, and not the pronuncia- 
tion of one or two provinces in Spain.

It seems that he had followed the 
scarcely distinguishable blood trail, killed the sheep 
with a rock, made the first incision into the skin with 
a sharp stone and then skinned and cleaned his game 
with his hands alone. Any hunter will appreciate the 
tremendous difficulty of a task like this. And yet Toma 
had done everything in three hours. 

Using my Mexican as an interpreter, I asked Toma 
that night, when we were assembled about the camp 
fire, if he had taken any white men out before. He 
said: “Si, sefior!” And when I asked how he )liked 
the trip, he threw up his hands and exlaimed: “Madre 
de Dios, but they were crazy, Sefior!” I found that he 
had gone out with three college professors. To put his 
description of the trip in, the words of the Mexican 
interpreter, it ran something as follows: “I start with 
three men. Two wear long black coat, one wear glass 
over eyes. No boots, no chaps, no horse. Walk through 
thorns; clothes get all tore. One man he lift stone. 
catch bugs, worms—no kill—put in green bag. Other 
man, he pick up rocks, fill sack—make me carry—rocks 
no good. No gold—no silver—nothing in. Other man, 
he pick branches off bush—bad bush—even burro no 
eat—all loco—crazy. I stay ‘wake all night. I think 
they kill me. Next day I go home to Valley Trinidad. 
Two days more they come in valley-—-lose way, weary, 
dead, clothes all tore like strings.” 

This seemed interesting to me as a truthful account 
} of the impression the zodélogist, botanist and geologist 
of our civilized land made upon the mild, simple, 
primitive son of the desert. I am not sure that I don't 
sympathize a little with Toma. 

I had breakfast at 3 o’clock the next morning and 
made an early start with my guide. The sun _ rose 
higher and higher and scorched us with its flerce rays. 
The landscape danced and shimmered before us in the 
heat. We foolishly drank up all the water in our can- 
teen long before noon and were forced to eat a dry 
luncheon, after which we suffered from thirst. I kept 
urging my tired mule on—on—applying whip and spur, 
and reached camp late in the evening absolutely ex- 
hausted, after traversing about forty miles of country 
without seeing a single sheep. These disappointments 
come to every hunter, and it is the long, hard, fruit- 
' less days that make him realize what big game is, and 
cause the thrill of excitement that comes when he at 
length sees it. 3 
Two days after this I had spent a weary day hunting, 
and, having seen no sheep, turned toward camp in dis- 
gust, when | saw almost half a mile away a very large 
ram who had already seen us and was trotting around 
a spur on the cliff. I had only time for a few shots. 
I quickly set the sights of my rifle at 800 yards, dropped 
on one knee and fired. I saw a puff of dust just over 
him. I aimed lower—‘‘bang!""—dust behind him. I! 
then aimed low anda little ahead of him, ay he was 
by now traveling rapidly, and fired again. This time 
I had the satisfaction of seeing him drop as though hit 
with a club. He-struggied to his feet, ran a few steps 
and dropped dead. The guide was wild with delight 
at the luck. I don’t think. that he had ever seen a 
sheep killed at that distance before. The credit was 
wholly due to my gun—a 30-40 Winchester, the most 
accurate and clean-shooting gun I have ever used. I! 
would have had practically no chance at that distance 
with my 30-30 or my 35 automatic. 1 took a picture ol 
him as he lay there dead on the side of the hill (see 
photo 2.) 

I soon had a very good collection of heads, and the 
love of hunting grew stronger each day. The open 
life in all its wild beauty and its loneliness appealed 
to me. The savage joy in the chase was tempered by 
the sad, solitary feeling which came over me as I gazed 
out from some point over that vast silent waste, with 
its great cliffs and its grotesque shapes of hardened 
lava, all as still and motionless as death itself. 

And then those evenings—those clear, cloudless even- 
ings when the sun set: 

“Not as in northern climes, obscurely bright, 

But one unclouded blaze of living light.” 5 
And the nights, when the stars in glittering constel- 
lations passed over me in the deep purple dome of the 
sky, and ‘the high mountains, silhouetted in inky 
blackness, lopmed like sentinels around the camp. But 
enough of psodizing—though I know of no better 
subject for it* To go straight to the point, if you want 
to take the finest hunting trip I know of, go to La 
Tule in Lower California after big-horn sheep.

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A California Butterfly. 
CHARACTERISTICS AND Hanrrat oF 


THE WESTERN CHECKER SPOT. 
By a Special Contributor, 
| HE Western Chéckerspot butterfly (Melitaea chal- 
cedon,) whose photograph is presented herewith, 
is a representative of a large genus or group of 
butterflies found principally in the north temperate zone 
of both the new and old worlds. 

In the Palaearctic region, including Europe and North- 
ern Asia (Siberia,) there are, according to the catalogue 
published by Staudinger and Rebel, in 1901, thirty-one 
species and eighty varieties. In North America, north 
of Mexico, there are about forty species and eight varie- 
ties. There will be many more found, particularly in 
North America, when the country has been more thor- 
oughly explored. Small variations have not been de- 
scribed in America as in Europe, so the discrepar -y in 
the numbers can be accounted for. 3 

In California we have far the larger number of spe- 
cies, twenty-three having been described. These occur 
over the whole State from sea level to the summits of 
the highest mountains. 

Our representative, the Western Checkerspot, resem- 
bles all its relatives very closély; indeed only by sharp 
discrimination can they be separated at all. So this sin- 
gle common species will do for the study of the whole 
é 3 group. It is so familiar everywhere that it may be seen’ 

amd identified by all who care to look for it. ; 
In size the Western Checkerspot is one of the largest 
- butterflies in California, varying from one and one-half 
inch to two and three-eighths inches from tip to tip of 
its wings when these are laid out horizontally as in pre- 
 gerved cabinet specimens. 
As indicated by its name, our butterfly, has for its 
conspicuous markings rows of variously-shaped yellow- 


arvi 


blotches ranging from square to round, and quadrangu- 
lar. The outer margin of the wings has a row of bright 
red spots, but on the under side of the outspread wings 
will be noted a deeper red, while the yellow spots are 
much larger and more symmetrically arranged. Indi- 
vidual specimens vary, some being almost black, others 
‘almost red, the lighter and darker spots coalescing at 
times so that even to the student the effect is very com- 
plicated and difficult of description. 3 

Our butterfly begins life as one of a group of eggs laid 
on its food plant, the figworth family (Scrophular‘aceae,) 
and occasionally the leaves of the wild rose. The eggs 
are laid in bunches of fifty to 100 on the plant stems. In 
general shape they are conical, and if examined carefully 
are seen to be ribbed and finely reticulated, producing a 
beautiful effect. On first emerging to the light of day 
the baby caterpiller is only one-tenth of an inch long, 
of a greenish-yellow with black hairs and dots. 

After moulting two or three times and so of course 

- growing a little larger, our caterpillers find the dry sea- 
son approaching, which soon burns up the food plants; 
and so they betake themselves to the loose leaves and 

_joam below their native figwort or rose vine. There 

| they hide and enter upon their long sleep, which con- 

‘tinues through all the heat and drought of summer and 
still on through the cold and rain of the following win- 
ter. 

Some time in April when the food plants have started 
to grow, so also start to grow the caterpillers, once 
‘again crawling up the stems into the a to nib- 
‘ble and grow some more. They live to®ether in com- 
panies or colonies, not in singles. When storms set in 
down in the valleys, or the rains visit the mountains, 
as a protection from disaster and cold the caterpillars 
weave a delicate web over a few leaves, in which they 
hide, like .a true camper under his canvas tent. When 
the sun comes out again, they run about their business 
of getting something to eat. After growing some more

From its original start in 
life of one-tenth of an inch it has grown to five times 
that measure.

‘We next recognize it as a chrysalis—an inactive, help- 
less, but conspicuously-marked object, suspended from 
leaf or twig of its former food plant.

In due time the new being comes forth from an open- 
ing which it makes for itself at one end of the chry«a- 
lis exactly as a person would open a door and go into 
the next room, As the result of all thesé various 
changes, extending over more than a year, we have our 
beautifully-marked child of the air—the Western 
Checkerspot, enjoying the warm sunlight, and searching 
on swift wing for its mate, hurrying as it were to de- 
posit its eggs and so begin its life all over again. 


One can see our butterflies everywhere in early sum- 
mer chasing one another and alighting on the flowers. 
But life for them is very short, for at the end of two or 
three weeks they die of old age, for our Western Check- 
erspot is not coveted as a delicacy by bird or beast as 
are many of its class. The juices of it are distasteful, 
besides having a disagreeable odor, warning a hungry 
enemy that not here is the food it seeks. However, in 
the caterpillar stage it is welcomed as a host by a 
minute insect, a hymenopteror, which lays‘eggs on its 
back. These hatch into other and smaller caterpillars 
which burrow their way into the butterfly caterpillar, 
living at its expense unti] the chrysalis stage, when it 
emerges as an adult fly. The disagreeable taste and 
odor of the butterfly are also found in the caterpillar 
and chrysalis of our Western Checkerspot, rendering 
them safe from the attacks of birds. However, the bal- 
ance of nature is preserved by the attacks of the fiy 
just mentioned, the larvae of these flies being indifferent 
to taste and smell. 

In the vicinity of Los Angeles and Pasadena the 
Western Checkerspot frequents a sticky-leafed shrub of 
the Scrophularia family, known as monkey flower, or 
Diplacus glutinosus. Our Checkerspots may be seen by 
the dozens during the latter part of May, and a little 
later all together, butterflies, caterpillars and the pen- 
dant chrysalids. 

Our Western Checkerspot is interesting from the fact 
that it was one of the few insects collected on that 
famous voyage around the world in 1799 by Malaspina. 
Chamisso and Eschscholtz were the naturalists of the 
expedition. Stopping for a while in San Francisco Bay, 
‘they obtained the first specimens of the California 
\poppy. Our Western Checkerspot was found on those 
same sand hills and carried away to the Berlin Museum, 
where it reposed in state for a good many years before 
it was named and described.

Will Climb Mt. Robson. 

Two trained mountaineers of Canada, Dr. Coleman, 
the geologist of Toronto University, and Mr. Kinney of 
Victoria, B. C., will attempt to reach the top of Mount 
Robson this summer. It is a virgin peak. Mr. Kinney 
went to the mountain last year only to meet rain below 
and snow above in such quantities that he could not 
make the climb. 

Mount Robson is une of the most inaccessible summits 
in North America. It stands a little west of the divide 
between waters going to the Arctic Ocean and others: 
flowing to the Pacific. , 

So far as is known it is the highest point in Canada. 
Its height was ascertained by the Canadian Geological 
Survey only about ten vears ago. It is 13,700 feet above 
the sea and rises 10,750 feet above the neighboring val- 
ley, but somehow it never impressed those who saw it 
with its tremendous elevaticn, nearly two miles above 
their standpoint.. | 

It is the center of scenery of remarkable grandeur. 
James McEvoy of the Canadian Geological Survey ex- 
plored this region in 1888 and said that the descrip- 
tions of Milton and Cheadle, written in 1866, had in no 
respect been overdrawn. 

This is of interest to all tourists in America, because 
this magnificent mountain region, now very hard to 
reach and impossible for the ordinary traveler to trav-

If you open the whitewashed gate and trudge up the 
shady, grayeled path to beg a drink of water or buy 
the eggs and fruit that are to make your wayside meal, 
the “gude housewife” herself will no doubt serve you, 
adding a ctusty half-loaf of bread with a pat of fresh 
butter, or a glass of creamy milk, for good measure. If 
you are tired, and care to rest a bit and gossip, you'll 
catch many a vivid side glimpse into these quiet lives, 
as replete with light and shadow as your own; while the 
various scraps of comedy and tragedy thus trustfully 
given to yobr Keeping receive in the telling each their 
own quaint flavor of individuality and naive abandon. 


And your wayside meals, when, tired with your half- 


day’s walk you fling aside camera and knapsack under 
the shade of a gnaried old live oak or sweet-scented, 
gerow, where some tiny stream bubbles 
and ripples across the roadway, or the clear, cold trickle 
from a nearby spring fills a moss-covered old watering 
trough! i | | | 

Out of the pocket of your hunting coat you whip the 
small frying pan, and slip the pint coffee pot from the 
knapsack strap, where it has dangled. Scoop out a 
place in the damp earth or build a miniature fireplace 
with three of four flat stones and start your fire of 
sticks and dry leaves. The little coffee pot filled and 
simmering on the coals, your eggs and bacon sizzling 
in the pan, ydur plates of broad green leaves ready, and 
you may lundh out under the open sky, in the sweet, 
pure air, the acrid scent of the smoke of your little 
camp fire mihgling with the faint wild perfume of 
“green things: all a-growing.” | 

And if it’s the “human interest” that appeals: in your 
wanderings, dén’t think you wil! lose it if your chosen 
way winds up the zigzag mountain trails. Through 
all the silences of pine and boulder you will find here 
and there the Miner and the prospector, often unkempt 
and grizzled, sometimes old and wizened, and whether 
wise in«lore that shames our meager smattering of book 
knowledge, or as rattle-pated an old humorist as ever 
lured a traveldr on with rainbow-tinted yarns, you'll 
find him of an hospitality unbounded and with a wealth 
of gentle chivalry and courtesy toward women folk. 

It isn’t the sd-called athletic women, with her college 
sweater, her club and her stride, to whom these tramp- 
life pleasures necessarily belong, either. This is the 
third summer that “the Boy” and I have walked, mak- 


- ing some hundréds of miles each summer, through every 


kind of country—mountains, desert and hills—and I'll 
venture no one ‘has ever called me “mannish” or espe- 
| 


cially “athletic.” 


| Experience has taught me somewhat, perhaps, how x 
to do it most comfortably. } : 

Wear a khaki shirt waist made after the “mankind” — 
fashion that is so much in yogue just now—with its soft 
turn-down collar and big side pocket; a short corduroy 
or khaki skirt, leggings, and if you wish to guard espe- 
cially against stray rattlers, high walking boots. If 
there is to be no rough work, buckskin shoes are lighter, 
will wear as well, and are less likely to blister the feet 
if one is unaccustomed to walking. But by all means 
have an extra stiff sole over the elk sole. A pair of 
easy, well-fitting corsets, with good strap supporters, 
medium-weight union underwear, and best-quality cash- 
mere woolen hose. I know that woolen hose sound 
warm for summer, but you will not find them uncom- 
fortably so, and no other hose so thoroughly protects 
the feet. 

For headgear I like a light-weight sombrero, one with 
a brim broad enough to shade my face (for I value my 
complexion,) and I ysually wear light-weight buckskin 
gloves. These last are not a necessity, but they are a 
comfort, and leave one’s hands in better condition at the 
end of the outing than at the beginning. 


I carry a short coat (though some prefer a woolen 
sweater) and I find the regular hunting pockets a great 
convenience in providing. a place for specimens, extra 
lunch, and all the odds and ends that one sometimes 
wishes to carry. A corduroy coat is heavier to pack, 
but it has a decided advantage over khaki in our cool — 
California evenings, especially in mountain country if 
you are caught out for a few hours after sundown. 

Also I prefer a corduroy skirt to khaki. For one rea- 
son, because it is impervious to ordinary snags and 
tears, and also because it is sufficiently heavy that one. 
may discard petticoats. I always find the extra under-— 
skirt one must don with khaki a decided nuisance. 

I carry my small 3A camera slung over one shoul- 
der, and over the other my small bag knapsack. In the 
Rnapsack I carry necessary toilet articles, including 
my invaluable little tin box of cold cream and talcum; a 
roll or two of bandages, a tiny leather case with three 
or four bottles of simple remedies; a little absorbent 
cotton, some court plaster, some good Castile soap, on 
extra pair of stockings and usually an extra suit of ua- 
derwear if the trip is to be a long one. 

The knapsack list sounds rather formidable, and yvur 
men folk will laugh at the feminine idea of burdening 
oneself with talcum powder and cold cream on a 
“tramp,” but if you have a tender regard for your skin 
you will not bathe your face during the day in the cold 
water that looks so refreshing. If, when you stop to 
rest, you will remcve the dust from your face with a 
bit of soft cloth and cold’ cream, and then dust your 
face thoroughly with talcum, you will be surprised at 
what a fresh, comfortable difference it makes. The 
weight of these little things and the room they take are 
slight, and the comfort they bring is so very great. 

The Boy carries a larger knapsack, the big camera, 
and if necessary a small canteen of water. His knap- 
sack holds the extra rolls of kodak films, his underwear. 
and hose neatly folded in the bottom, a half-pound of 
coffee, some sliced bacon, a package or two of milk 
chocolate, our note-books, etc. 

We-have once or twice each carried a small blanket 
tightly roiled, on our shoulders, but we don’t [ike it. If 
the tramp is to be in the more inaccessible places one 
necessarily uses a pack animal for bedding, provisions, 
etc. Otherwise, even on the more remote country roads 
and mountain trails, one can “make” some kind of shel- 
ter for the night, and the unfailing hospitality of moun- 
taineer and country folk make accommodations a 
surety.

Medicines in Demand. 


I noticed the prevalence of that horrible scurvy skin 
disease among several of the Dyaks. It was common in 
New Guinea among the Papuans, where it was turmed 
“supuma.” I cured two little Dyak children of inter- 
mittant fever by giving them quinine and Enos fruit 
salts. The result was that I was greatly troubled by 
demands on my limited stock of medicines. One old 
man had been growing blind for the last two years and 


would hardly believe me when I said that I could not 
cure them. They told Dubi that they thought that the

All my empty tins (from tinned meats, etc.) were in 
great demand, and so to save jealousy I actually de- 
moralized the Dyaks to the extent of introducing the 
raffiing system among them. Great was the excitement 
every evening when I raffled old tins and bottles. Dubi 
would hand them the bits of paper and they would be a 
long time making up their minds which to take. One 
night Dubi everheard my Chinese cook telling some of 
the Dyaks that “the white tuan has no use for these 
tins himself, that is why he gives them to you.”

RS. J. D. BANKS of Anaheim, who writes that 
she has been a regular reader of The Times for 
lo these“many years, sends in the following que- 
ries for solution: 

1. Is the following quantity of feed enough for fifty 
laying hens who have the free range of an orange grove: 
Morning feed two quarts of bran and two quarts of 
rolled barley mixed into a crumbly mash; evening, one 
quart of the best wheat, say a half-dozen eggshells a 
day and a few table scraps? | 

2. Are small bits of cracked glass and crockery suit- 
able grit for fowl? 

3. I am getting from seven to ten eggs per day, 
which seems to me not enough. 

(1) The common rule for mash foods is all they 
will eat up clean. 
a trifle shy on your morning ration, which is also want- . 
ing in variety. Here is a good morning mash for fifty | 
fowls: Eight quarts boiling water, one tablespoonful 


this stir two parts corn meal and one of wheat bran— 
thake into a crumbly dough. Feed warm in troughs as 
much as they will eat up clean in thirty minutes. Noon, 
feed green stuff—cabbage, lettuce, shredded alfalfa, 
. beets, or whatever you may have handy. At night a 
quart of wheat to about every twelve hens, scattered 
in a heavy litter or over well cultivated ground, so 
that the birds will be compelled to work to get at the 
kernels. Usually this will not be picked up clean that 
evening, but if the morning mash is deferred until say 
between 7 and 8 o'clock, the birds will rustle for the 
remaining grain, thus building up an appetite for break- 


_the above ingredients are now obtainable in the mar- 
ket at about as low a price as one can do his own mix- 
ing. Hens to do well must have plenty of exercise, pure 
water, an available supply of grit with which to grind 
up their food, and some charcoal for its chemical and 
purifying action on the digestio 

(2.) Amy hard substances, such as crockery, glass, 
oyster shells, granite rock, etc., is available for grit 
provided it is crushed.into small particles. There are 
three sizes, one for chicks, one for the youngsters, and 
one for the adult fowl. Hence be careful to get it 
crushed to meet the requirement of a mixed flock. 

(3.) You should average about 150 eggs per year per 
hen In order to make your birds profitable, and conse- 
quently you are not realizing on your investment and 


of your birds may be poor layers—the drones of the 
‘flock, all of which should go to the pot. Or your man- 
agement, conditions and environment may be inimical 
to the largest egg production. A good plan is to trap- 
nest, and learn which ones shell out the eggs, and then 


discard the remainder. 


Proper Foods. 

One should bear in mind that poultry will eat rotten 
vegetables and sour fruits if thrown them, and suffer for 
every decayed bit that gets into crop. Nothing should 
be thrown carelessly into the hen pen, but upon clean 
eating boards. It is a fatal mistake to make a refuse 
heap in the chicken yard, for hens to scratch in. Bury 
the rotten and sour things under a tree, and serve only 
the sweet and pure to poultry, or you will! find yourself 
burying the poultry one by one under the trees. 

Beware of feeding musty bran in the hot morning 
mash, or old egg food, that is past usefulness. Green- 
cut bone should be fresh or not fed. Don’t buy too 

~mueh beef scrap or meat meal of the poultry-supply 
house at one time, but buy often and get either a fresh 
or well-kept article. 


Sprinkling Poultry Pens. 


In this country of no summer rains, no wetting down 
of the poultry pens should be practiced. Why? In.one 
instance: When any ground has been wet, expose 
the sun, drying it bakes into a crust, throwing off a 
humid heat, debilitating to poultry. Water in any ap- 
proach is a foe to poultry, and dust a friend. After ev- 
ery winter rain, we plow up poultry yards or they get 
hard and crusty, and the next rain runs off, and no dust 
makes. 
dusty as possible always. Hens do not bathe in water, 
but in dust, the same as the pet bullfinch. The canary 
bird bathes in water. Poultry gets as ill and horrid 


their bath conditions. One reason why pens must be 
raked and the manure and litter removed, is to remove 
all things that might contaminate the dust.

When fowls 
wet lice and scaley legs, diseases soon follow. A hen 
gets nervous from having lice, and weak because nery- 
ous, and any nervous person takes cold easily, and colds 
lead up to all the’ ills of poultry; when a hen with ae 
gets cold, she is soon gone. 

Many people keep only a “dust bath” spaded ant 
soft in a big poultry run. By July with no rains the 
crust of the last March rain begins to desiccate in 
places, and finally all breaks in and the hens scratch it 
_ over, and burrow in it, until it is all ashy dust. To 
spray a July pen means moist heat, decay of things not 
sun-dried; and a hard baked crust, hard to spade up, 
and if allowed to remain, the bitterest foe one could 
put in a pen. Water does not make a pen cooler; a 
dry heat is healthier than a moist. If, water runs un- 
der a floored house and can’t dry out fagt, disease germs 
rise from the covered conditions. One of the glories 
of this wonderful country is its dry summer heat. Hu- 
manity dreads the dust, and has its breathing appara- 
tus high up and uses water to correct the doings of a 
dusty road; while the hen is clansed and made mans 
by burrowing in clean dust. 
Some California Eggs. 

Henry W. Todd of Westgate, this State, writes to 
The Times as follows touching on the size of his S. C. 
| Black Minorca eggs, the product of both hens and pul- 
lets: 

“I keep S. C. Black Minorcas. I weighed the eggs 
from one tray today, four dozen just as they came from 
| the nest, which tipped the scales at 110 ounces, average 
| 27% ounces per dozen. These came from hens about 
' one year old. Next I weighed I tried a dozen direct 
from nests of two-year-old hens (to be exact, the birds 
Were 27 months of age,) which gave a weight of thirty 
ounces. Out of this lot four fine specimens went six- 
teen ounces, while today I took a sitting of fourteen 
eggs from my oldest pen weighing thirty-five ounces. 
Surely, California can go Australia one on size and 
weight of eggg And these eggs are not from fancy or 
show birds, either, but of a good strain possessing econ- 
omic values. I keep a few of my best birds for breed- 
ing; the remainder for egg production only. I have 
bred the Black Minorcas in California for about four 
years, and find\them entirely satisfactory. For table 
purposes I am partial to the French Houdans, which are 
good layers of a smaller-sized egg, and on the whole 
I believe lay a few more eggs per hen per year.” 

As remarked on more than one occasion in this de- 
partment, if eggs were sold by weight, the Minorca 
would certainly have some advantage, as it would seem 
that on a year’s run they would certainly be in the 
running on the scales. 

Do not Forget Shade. 
_ Did you ever stop to think that the average hen is 
pressed in and is given no opportunity to get out of 
the hot rays of summer, unless you provide shade in 
the pens? Trees are obviously the thing, but if not 
t almost anything will do that will arrest the 
rching rays of the sun. Make a V-shaped saw- 
horse rather broad at the bottom, and throw some 
sacking over it; irrigate the ground in the pens, and 
next day spade it up, thus affording the birds an oppor- 
tunity to “wallow” in the damp and cool earth; open 
'the houses up and afford a circulation of air during the 
day; and last but not least, see to it that a supply of 
pure cool water is always available.

Childish Expectations. 

HERE is a tendency among a small class of fruit 

growers to expect relief from certain insect pests by 
a coup similar to that of Koebele in the suppression of 
the white scale. As long as that expectation does not 
interfere with the use of the old, established remedies, 
it should be encouraged and the quest for such relief 
be continued with persistence. It may be there is no 
predacious or parasitic insect in the whole world, un- 
discovered or on trial, that will approach the efficiency 
of the Vedalia in the control or extirpation of an insect 
pest. Suppose the fact were established that no other 
beneficial insect can be found to duplicate the work of 
the Vedalia. Does that justify a lack of faith in the 
efficacy of parasitism? Almost every working entomolo- 
cist believes that in the absence of the war of one insect 
trive upon another agriculture in every one of its 
branches would be impossible. This principle of play- 
ing one natural force against another is perhaps as old 
as the universe, and without its application I doubt if 
the world would ever have become inhabitable for a be-

Phylioxera 
had ruined the vineyards of France a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. The force of resistant vines. has restored the 
supremacy of the grape. The Gipsy Moth is prevalent 
in Europe and Great Britain in forests perhaps the du- 
plicate of the ruined groves of Massachusetts in varie- 
ties, soils and climatic conditions. Yet the moth is spo- 
radic, or never even harmful at all in its attacks. Cit- 
rus fruits are grown in many of the old countries with- 
out any attacking of ins#ct pests by rtificial means. 
The fruit ty has -“uined horticulture in some of the 
Australian states, but its prevalence in thousands of lo- 
calities jn the old world upon the same fruits is so light 


so instances like these could be multiplied indefinitely. 
We must not assume that the prevalence of benefi- 


efficacy of these insects would be ridiculous. This. I 
believe, is established in the minds of every advanced 
horticulturist, namely, that there is no royal road to the 
extermination of insect pests. Equally strong is the 
conviction that, in the aggregate, the use of beneficial 
insects is vital. to fruit growing. This attitude will 
make Rim reasonAble in his expectations and yet not 


satisfied until every force is brought to his assistance.

Care of Blackberries. 
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HERE are several good — of blackberries that 
are generally declared failures, that if properly culti- 
vated and cared for will produce good crops. The culti- 
vation should be thorough during the entire growing 
season. The pruning during the summer is more fre- 
quently neglected than any other one process of culti- 
yation. The young sprouts that start in the spring are 
permitted to grow to any height possible, and as a re-

The young growing shoots should be stopped when 
hey are one and a half or two feet high. The tip bud 
ould be pinched out. If the work has been neglected

Then the 
clay is made into a plastic state, when it is ready for 
the pipemaker. He puts it on his roll board, where it is 
rubbed into rough shapes, each about the size required 
for a pipe, and smoothes the pieces down with his hand 
board, a flat piece of wood. 


He places them in little groups of twelve each until 
he has made sixteen groups, or enough altogether to 
make 192 pipes—a pipemaker’s gross. Then the clay 
is placed to dry at a stove, but when it is half-dry it is 
taken away and moistened with water. When it be- 
comes pliable again the clay is ready for molding. 


The best description of a pipe mold that can be given 
is this: Take a large-size wooden pipe, and, about an 
eighth of an inch from the top, make an incision across 
the bowl, stopping just before the knife reaches the 
other side: Then slit the pipe down the middle, leaving 
it in two equal parts, and the mold is complete, except 
for the hinges that hold the two parts together. \ 
The operator takes a piece of the clay, which has 
been made into a rol) like a lead pencil, and forces a

resemblance to a pencil is almost complete, the skewer 
taking the place of the lead. aes 


This done, the end of the roll is turned up so as to fit 
into the mold, which is kept well oiled to prevent the 
clay from sticking. The clay, then, lies along the stem 
of the mold, with the skewer in the center, and the 
bow! is filled up with that part of the roll that is not 
skewered. 


Both halves of the mold are then clapped together, 

and the mold is placed in a press. The next step is

the mold bowl. The displaced clay escapes through the 

incision in the mold. The skewer, which has been 

forced back by some of the escaping clay, is pushed up 
again to connect with the bowl] pin.

The pipes are sent on to the trimmer women, who 
scrape off the seam on the head and stem and smooth 
the clay. Next the pipes are thoroughly dried 
and baked for seven or eight hours. They-are ihen 
ready for the smokers’ use. 18 


The speed that some men attain at pipemaking is 
marvelous. Some have been known to, make as many 
as sixty gross—11,520 pipes—in a week. 

Of course, these are exceptional cases, but it will give 
some idea of the speed clay pipes have to be made at 
when we are fold that for common pipes an operator 
gets 84d. a gross; an apprentice, who has to serve seven 
years, gets 24. a gross less than a journeyman. For 
trimming the pipes the women get 2d. per gross.

_In an article in a London paper, Dr. C. W. Saleeby 
says it has been shown that a man doing hard mental 
work does not use up an atom more food than. man 
doing no mental work. The editor of the Care of the 
Body cannot indorse this. He knows that, after a few 
hours of hard mental labor, he becomes as hungry as 
if he had been chopping wood. 

The fact is that, as Prof. Warman, of Los Angeles, has 
aptly put it, too much of physical training is really 
“physical straining.” Apropos of Prof. Warman, he 
has written several numbers of “Spalding’s Athletic Li- 
brary.” One of these is entitled “Tensing Exercises.” 
In it, he properly estates that a person will seriously 
mistake who depends solely upon any system of exer- 
i,cise, while at the same time disregarding the laws of - 
hygiene. He says “only forty minutes” are required 
‘to take all the simple exercises given in the booklet. 
| Few persons, in this busy age, can afford to devote forty 
minutes a day to exercise. However, a person may, of 
course, abbreviate them. The book is illustrated with 
cuts, showing the ere in various poses, in gymna- 
sium costume. 
“My System” is a booklet by "k P. Mueller, translated 
from the Danish. Mr. Mueller, who is an ex-lieutenant 
of engineers of the Danish army, describes a system re- 
| quiring only fifteen minutes’ work a day, by means of 

which he claims that remarkably good results have been 
achieved in the way of improved health. The book is 
illustrated, and contains sensible remarks on other 
phases of hygiene, besides exercise. 

“Sane Truths for Health Seekers” is the title of a 
booklet by Dr. A. McConaghy of Seattle, previously re- , 
‘viewed here. In it, the author aims to show how to. 
develop and maintain a high standard of health. Dr. 
McConaghy is a graduate of the medical department of 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

In regard to errors in physical-culture: methods, the 
‘author says: 

_ “Through the inattention and ignorance of the medical 
profession, the subject of physical culture has been rele- 
gated té6 prize fighters, wrestlers, and weight lifters, men 
who know very little about the human body.

- ment must be exaggerated. Even if it is only partially 


true, however, it shows that there must be a seriqus 
mistake in our present system of physical training. Hie 
cites the following, as a case in which a man nearly 
seventy years of age greatly increased his strength and 
viger by systematic moderate exercise. 
“Smith Robertson of Eau Claire, Wis., a man 
five feet eight inches in . height, and weighing 140 
pounds, began systematic exercise with ten-pound dumb- 
bells and a horizontal bar, when 69 years of age. He 


worked with this apparatus for about ten minutes a 


day, and walked from four to six miles a day regularly, 
for a period of three years. At the end of this time, he 
found that his weight had increased from 140 to 160 
pounds,’ his chest measurement had increased from 
thirty-six to forty inches, and all the other muscles of 
the body proportionately; and at 83 years of age he 
could walk or run almost as easily, and with apparently 
the same elasticity, as fifty or sixty years before.” 
Remember that exercise should only be regarded as 

a means to an end—as a means of acquiring good health. 
Again, health itself should only be regarded as a means 
to an end—as a means of enabling a person to be 
healthy and happy, and able to do his life’s work well. 
Exercise merely for the purpose of building up big mus- 
cles is not only unhealthy, but foolish. 

As to the effect of exercise on mental work, Dr. Sar- 

nt says: 

“While teaching gymnastics, at Yale University, some 
years ago, the students came to me in divisions, that 
were graded according to scholarship. In my four 
years’ experience at that institution, I never knew an 
instance when the first divisién in scholarship was not 
also the first division in gymnastics. I -may add that 
this excellence was not due so much to their superior 
physiques, as to their superior morale.” ih

Rational Treatment of Smalipox. | 
N The Times of July 9 it was told how a hundred 
cadets of a military organization connected with the 
Los Angeles Y.M.C.A. had been quarantined on their 
boat at San Pedro, on returning from a camping trip at 
San Diego, because one of the boys had broken out with 
smallpox. 
They might as well quarantine them for getting sea- 
sick. That, also. is an epidemic. : 
It was stated that the officers of the cadets, as well 
as the health officers, are puzzled as to the method by 


which smallpox became introduced into camp. The site 


was a breezy and clean one, and the best of regulations 


as to cleanliness and sanitation were maintained. 


Of course they were puzzled to know how smallpox 


became “introduced into the camp,” because neither this 


nor any other disease is ever “introduced” from the out- 
side. It is an inner filth disease. When there is an ex- 
tra amount of filth matter in the blood nature makes an 
effort to expel it. Sometimes this effort takes the form 


of diphtheria, again of fever in various forms, or it may 
be a crop of pimples. Smallpox is one of nature’s most 


vigorous efforts to expel diseased matter from the sys- 
tem. When atmospheric conditions are favorable, a dis- 
ense may become epidemic—not infectious. 

Following is from an article by H. Lindlahr, M.D., of 
Chicago. in his magazine Nature Cure.

Hospitals and “Consultations.” 

STRIKING evidence of the urgent demand for hos- 

pitals where people of moderate means may obtain 
rational treatment at reasonable cost was furnished by 
an article published in The Times of July 8, describing 
the narrow escape from desecration in the dissecting- 
room of the corpse of an unfortunate English lady.
